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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5,7-18 and 20-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches a front-side repairable TFT- 
LCD assembly and a method of for manufacturing such reparable TFT-LCD assembly 
and the repairing method comprising various elements and steps as claimed, more 
specifically, as the following: 

The black matrix film having apertures formed corresponding to the repair lines 
intersects the buslines, and a laser beam passing through the apertures at the front-side 
of the TFT-LCD assembly for welding a repair line to a buslines [claims 1,10 and 20]. 

The Applicant's arguments are persuasive. The closest references US 6,100,948 
(Kim et al), US 5,696,566 (Kim et al) and US 5,600,460 (Yamamoto et al) disclose a 
repairable TFT-LCD using repair lines around display region, and a black matrix having 
apertures. However, the references do not disclose the apertures should be formed 
outside the TFT-LCD area and corresponding to the repair lines that intersects the 
multiplicity of buslines, and the laser beam passing through the apertures at the frond- 
side of the TFT-LCD assembly to weld a repair line for the defective buslines. The 
reference Yamamoto teaches a laser beam through an aperture in a quartz glass lens 
that is not formed in a black matrix film.
